Abolition Goths and Vandals. 


“The New Era,” in view of certain polit- 
ical changes, uses the following remarkable 
| language. 

“Then will the Goths and Vandals of 
Abolition prevaii in their strength on the fer- 
tile plains of the South, and the black flag 
jot Abolition float in triumph from the cap- 
ital.” 

In commenting a litile upon this eloquent 
language, we will first seek the resecublance 
| between the ancieat Goths and Vandals and 
imodern Abolitionists. The former were 
jamong the barbarous hordes inhabitating 
|the interior and northern Europe during the 
|dark ages. They were particularly noted 
|for their ferocious, warlike character, and are 
| well known as the barbarians by which An- 
cient Rome was finally sacked. Such were 
the Goths and Vandals. What are abuli- 
tionists? We think they are at least not 
barbarians, unless by refinement barbarian- 
ism) has lost all its coarse, crude hostile qual- 
ities. That Abolitionists are bloody men 
none will affirm. Instead of using carual 
weapons, they disclaim all violent measures. 
Instead of resisting unto blood, they ‘rather 
take wrong.” Moreover, the object ‘of the 
}Goths and Vandals was to enslave, or at 
least subjugate, while the object of Abuoli-
